A Nebraska Man Talks 
of Situation 


W. H. Baird, superintendent of the 
big sugar factory at Nortolk, Neb., was 
in Chicago yesterday and made 
the 
following statement in regard to the 
sugar industry: 


"Eight years ago the industry was In 
its infancy, there being but three fac- 
tories in the entire country. Now there 
are thirty-three factories and others 
are going up as fast as possible. 
The 
principle ones are in Nebraska, Cali- 
fornia and Michigan, although those in 
other sections of 
the country 
have 
shown gratifying-results. 
The veget- 
ables now are being grown in 
New 
York and in Oregon and in many of 
the interraediaie stales. 


"The season in Nebraska was from 
September to January, but aUhough it 
was fairly good, it was not as good as 
that of last year. 
The trouble was in
